Great Showing by Illinois, 


Salary Increases Aggregating $20,000 
in Year Are Reported at Conference 
Meeting at Bloomington. 


Salaries in the Illinois conference, especial- 
ly among the smaller charges, have been 
uniformly increased during the last two 
years, according to reports filed by the va- 
rious presiding elders at the recent session 
of the conference in Bloomington, A con- 
certed movement among the various districts 
in this direction was marked by considerable 
success and had the effect of halting any 
who might have felt tempted to seek other 
lines of work as the result of gemall pay. 

The Mattoon district reported that no less 
than twenty-three charges advanced sal- 
aries to an aggregate of $3,018, while pledges 
for an additional increase of $1,914 had been 
given, making the most satisfactory report 
in this direction of any district. 

Similar reports were received from the 
other districts, showing that the tota!) in- 
crease in salary for the nine districts was 
about $20,000, 

So far as known, the Illinois conference did 
not lose more than one member during the 
year as a result of low salaries. The Rev. 
Jasper Miller, a veteran of the Jacksonville 
district, on the final day of the session rose 
in his place and publicly withdrew because 
the bishop had seen fit to decline his plea for 
a transfer to a charge which would pay 
him a sum which he deemed necessary for 
his support. It was voted to place him on 
the supernumerary list for the ensuing year, 
as it was impossible to comply with his re- 
quest. 


Average Salary $700 in Indiana. 


Elderly Ministers Find It Necessary to 
Abandon Pulpit and Enter Business 
to Provide for Their Declining Years. 


Although no actual figures in reference to 
salaries were submitted at the Indiana con- 
ference, which has just adjourned at Colum- 
bus, the topic was much discussed. 

The fact was commented om that while 
the cost of living for ministers in Indiana has 
increased about 40 per cent, the salaries of 
the ministers have not increased over 10 per 
cent. The average salary in this confer- 
ence is not over $700 a year, although In- 
dianapolis, Evansville, Columbus, New Al- 
bany, Jeffersonville, Vincennes, Madison, 
and other good sized cities are included in 
the conference boundaries. 

Several ministers have found it necessary 
to abandon the ministry because of the low 
salaries. These men who have quit the con- 
ference have taken their small capital and 
have now launched themselves in some small 
business so that they may make their de- 
clining years easier. In most cases the men 
who have quit the ministry and gone into 
business are old men. 

In the Indiana conference there was an 
aggregate increase last year in salaries of 
about $7,000, but this amount had to be di- 
vided among about 300 ministers. 

While the conference took no official ae- 
tion looking to increase in salaries, there 
was a feeling expressed on all sides that 
the increase would have to come if good 
men were to be kept in the ministry. 


Urges 25 Per Cent Advance. 


Systematic Efforts for General Increase 
Being Made in Central Illinois Con- 
ference—Many Woefully Underpaid. 


The central Illinois Methodist conference, 
which met at Rock Island, considered the 
salary question outside its jurisdiction, but 
the démand for higher pay has been agitated 
recently. . 

Presiding Elder W. R. Wiley of the Rock 
Island district said: 

‘I have for some time exerted my influence 
to secure more adequate remuneration for 
the ministers of the Rock Island district 
with the result that there is now paid out 
under this head to pastors in my territory 
$5,000: more annually than there was thres 
years ago. , ¢ 

“ There are still numerous ministers in this 
district who are woefully underpaid.”’ 


Back to His Old Business. 


Northwest Indiana Gonference Loses 
Preacher Who Left Prosperous Jewel- 
ry Store to Accept a $500 Pastorate. 


At the northwest Indiana conference at 
Greencastle, Ind., no figures were presented 
in, reference to salaries, but the resignation 
from the ministry of one man was accepted 
who said he could not live on the pay he re- 
ceived as minister. He had been a jeweler 
and had a large family. 

He had left his business, in which he was 
making money, to take a pastorate at $500, 
and he could not pay expenses at it. So he 
resigned and went west to reénter the busi- 
ness he had left. 

A member of the conference said the aver- 
age pay of the members of the conference is 


$1,000 a year.

The Rev. R.A. Torrey preached two 
stirring sermons to congregations each of 
which numbered more than 5,000 persons, the 
seating capacity of the tent. . 

The evangelist Was rewarded on the first 
day of his campaign by the conversion of. 
some two score persons and the winning of 
500 volunteers to aid in the work of convert: . 
ing others. : 

In the evening a crowd of about 2:000 was 
turned away and directed to Grace Methodist 
Dpiscopal church, La Balle avenue “and 
Locust street, and the Chicago Ave- 
nue church, Chicago and La Salle avé-+ 
nues, where overflow meetings were held by 
the Rev. A. M. Wright and the Rev. A. C. 
Dixon. At the close of his discourse Dr. 
Torrey announced that the big tent, which it 
has cost $18,000 to erect and equip. will. be 
the scene of daily meetings until the latter 
part of November. 

“‘ Join some church,” said the evangelist to 
the twenty converts gathered in at the night 
meeting. ‘“‘Join some church where they 
preach the bible and plenty of it. Keep away 
from the church that tears’the bible to pieces. 
Such churches do more harm than good.’ 


. Canvas Oovers Half a Block. 

The tent Js ammoth expanse of canvas 
half a block long, like the “* main. top” of the 
three ringed circus, though it is almost en- 
tirely hidden from view from the street by 
the lofty double decked billboards by which 
it is inclosed. In addition the canvas sides 
are incased in walls of boards. Entrances 
cut in the big advertising signs give access 
to the auditorium. 

The throng found itself in a neatly floored 
hall, in which every available foot of space 
was taken up with foldi camp chairs. 
There wae no need of st heat, but the 
visitors did not fail to note the radiators 
ranged at short intervals along the canvas 
walls in readiness for the first cold snap. 
The tent is lighted by a multitude of incan- 
descent electric globes strung on cables. 

The program opened with the usual hymn 
singing by the choir of 500, which occupled 
a huge red draped loft rising behind the 
pulpit, and with two solos by E. O. Sellers. 
Then there was praying and the taking of 
the collection and more hymn singing, in 
which the congregation fervently joined. 

Everybody was in an uplifted state of mind 
by the time that Dr. Torrey, bald and hoary 
bearded, and garbed in clerical black, ad- 
vanced to the rostrum beside the piano and 
raised his hand to command the reverential 
attitude of prayer. The canvas roof gently 
undulated in the breeze, the towering poles 
swayed and creaked, while from here and 
there during the prayer came the fervent 
amens of the worshipers. 


Address Studded with Anecdotes. 

‘I shall never forget a sight I witnessed 
at the world’s fair in Chicago,” said Dr. 
Torrey, beginning one of the many anecdotes 
in his address. ‘‘ There was a certain exhibit 
of Tiffany’s about which there always was a 
dense crowd, so dense that I never viewed the 
object of attraction except on tiptoes from 
the rear ranks. The crowd was gazing at a 
revolving pyramid of black velvet, on the 
apex of which was a diamond of fabulous 
worth. It was a beautiful sight. 

* But, friends, the soul of the poor drunk- 
ard reeling along the street, the soul of the 
harlot, with her painted cheeks, the soul of 
the outcast gamin is worth infinitely more 
than this diamond of fabulous worth. 

“ And what became of the diamond? After 
the fair closed a rich Chicagoan purchased !t 
for a present to his wife—a wife who wouldn't 
even go to his bedside when he was dying, 
and who, within thirty daye after his death, 
married again.”  . 

There was a stir of interest In the audience, 
but the paator did not tell hig hearers that 
the rich Chicagoan was the late Charles T. 
Yerkes. 

The preacher spoke of the folly of trying 
to shine in society, in politics, in letters. He 
instanced the case of President McKinley. 

“O, I know we recall him now and then on 
a day of statue unveiiing,” said Dr. Torrey, 
“but he will be soon forgotten. It is all 
Roosevelt now. And some day, in spite of his 
fame and the magnificent record he has made, 
we shall have almost forgotten that there 
was such a man as Roosevelt. I tell you it 
doesn't pay to shine down here. Iton.y pays 
to shine up there.”

Promises to Do All in His Pow- 
er to Rid Hyde Park Dis- 
trict of Criminals. 


TALKS. AT MASSMEETING. 


Improvement Association. Gives 
Him a Vote of Confidence and

Police Inspector Nieholas Hunt promised | 

yesterday afternoon to do all in his power to 
rid Hyde Park of crime. He was the star 
speaker at a meeting of more than 300 citi- 
zens, held under the auspices of the South 
Park Improvement association in Hyde Park 
Baptist church, as the result of the crime 
wave whfth culminated in the murder of Mrs. 
Lilllan White Grant. ; 
» Four requigites were cited: by the inspeetor 
as necessary to the thorough policing of the 
district if crime is to be checked. They were 
named by the inspector as follows: 

Three hundred more patrolmen in the division. 

Investigation of the history and character of 
every stranger who moves into the district. 

Registry of the record of every known crimi-, 
nal or vagabond in the district. 

Extension and improvement im the police patrol 
.and signal service systems. 

‘Attorney C. T. B. Goodspeed was chair- 
man of the meeting. 

. Joins Ranks of Reformers. 

.“*T promise you the aid of rs police in every 
possible way,’ the inspectér said. “If I 
had but 100 available patrolmen in the streets 
in this Hyde Park district there would be 
no murders here and no burglaries, and the 
crimes would be reduced to a minimum. 
Furthermore, if we had 300 more police in 
this division, which includes all of Chicago 
south of Thirty-ninth street, there would 
be less crime than ever before im any district 
in the history of Chicago. 

‘“‘We are more in need of men than ever 
before and in consequence I am becoming a 
reformer myself, and I mean to accomplish 
a few reforms, too. 

“One of these is going to be a searchlight 
registry system whereby the record of every 
known criminal and vagabond who comes 
into this district will be entered into a book 
for reference, and every move of the man 
watched and recorded. 

Improved Service Is Promised. 

“ Another reform move will be an investi- 
gation of the history and character of every 
stranger who moves into the division, no 
matter what his calling or his color. The 
desirable citizen needs police protection and 
we propose to give it to him, 80 let the unde- 
sirable newcomer look out. 

“ Still another reform will be the installa- 
tion of an improved patrol and signal service 
system. Patrol boxes with telephones in 
them, over which lookout messages can be 
transmitted and understood, are being in- 
stalled in place of the old and almost use- 
less wooden patrol boxes.”’ = 

The improvement association pledged its 
support to the inspector and he was wel- 
comed warmly as a recruit to the ranks of 
the reformers. Resolutions were adopted in- 
dorsing his activity and the meeting was ad-

Chicago had three opportunities to hear 
Gen. William Booth yesterday. The oc- 
togenarian founder and leader of the Salva- 
tion army spokein the morning and the after- 
noon at the Colonial theater and in the 
evening at the Auditorium. 

The evening meeting was made memorable 
by the announcement by Gen. Booth that it 
was the last he would address in many years. 
In view of his advanced age, his followers 
declared it probably was the last occasion 
their beloved leader ever would appear in 
public. 

All three meetings were crowded. It is 
estimated thai nearly 10,000 persons were 
in the audiences. The streets at the en- 


several hours before the doors were opened. 
Thousands were turned away. 

Though Gen. Booth is_ hale and vigorous, 
the strain of the day’s” work plainly told 
upon him. At the Auditorium his voice was 
so feeble it did not carry to the lower bal- 
conies. This evidence of failing strength 
brought up insistently the question of his 
successor in the event of his collapse. 


Successor to General Chosen. 

That Gen. Booth realizes his days are num- 
bered was suggested by his own anndunce- 
ment at the afternoon meeting that his suc- 
He did not make 
public the identity of the person on whom 
his mantle is to fall. The popular idea in 
this country that his daughter, Commander 
Evangeline Booth, is to succeed him was 
proved erroneous when local leaders of the 
Salvation army asserted authoritatively that 
Bramwell Booth, the general’s eldest son, 
now his chief of staff in London, will succeed 
to the world leadership of the organization. 

Men. and women of social prestige and 
business and professional distinction were 
present at the meetings. Judge Richard 8. 
Tuthill, Judge Henry Freeman, President 
Harry Pratt Judson of the University of Chi- 
cago, Bishop Samue! Fallows, Luther Lafiin 
Mills, and W. F. Kennedy were on the stage 
in the afternoon. 


Resolution of Thanks Adopted. 

A unique honor for Gen. Booth came at the 
close.of his lecture at the Colonial, whén 
Luther Lafiin Mills introduced and Presi- 
dent Judson seconded the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted ip a storm of ap- 
plause: 

Resolved, That this assemblage of citizens of 
Chicago express their profound gratitude to Gen. 
Booth for the magnificent work for the cause of 
God and humanity which, through the agency of 
the Salvation army, he is doing throughout the 
world, for his inspiring presence here, and for 
the instructive and impressive addrees which has 
mate thie meeting memorable for the devoted 
labors and successes of his organization. We 


hope the mortal years of this good man may con- 
tinue long to make the world happier and better. 

Ald. McKenna occupied a prominent seat 
at the afternoon meeting and was an at- 
tentive listener throughout the services. 

“Gen. Booth makes a hit with me,” he 
said at the close. “‘ He’s a great man. The 
Salvation army does more good than all the 
churches combined. Take that from me. I. 
believe in the army. It’s doing a great work. 
No Salvation army lassie ever came into my 
saloons for money and went away empty 
handed.” 

Besides an admission fee charged at all the 
meetings, collections were taken up. The 
baskets circulated through the audiences 
Were returned to the platform heaped with 
silver and bills. This money is to be used in 
Salvation army work in Chicago. 

At the close of Geh. Booth’s morning and 
evening sermons he called for sinners to 
come to the “‘ mercy seat” and be saved. 
Twenty-eight converts responded in the 
morning and forty-two in the evening.

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TALK OF PRESIDENT’S DRINK 


Some Ministers Object, While 
Others Rebuke Critics. 


‘FANATICAL,’ SAYS DR. MYERS 


Roosevelt’s Action Deplored in Sermon 
by the Rey. M. P. Boynton. 


President Roosevelt's reported action in 
drinking a glass of champagne in public at 
St. Louis last week was deplored last night 
iby the Rev. Melbourne P. Boynton, pastor 
of Lexington Avenue Baptist church, in a 
prelude to his sermor. 

“The liquor traffic,” he said, “ consti-\ 
tutes an evil as gigantic and as diabolical as 
the evil of American slavery. When our 
president was face to face th this mon- 
strous evil on his recent visit to St. Louis he 
had a magnificent opportunity to rebuke 
this -growing menace to society. But in- 
stead, he is reported to have sipped and then 
gulped down a giass of champagne in the 
midst of the applause of business men. 

‘“‘Is it possible that our lion tamer has 
gone down to defeat before this American 
skunk? Let President Roosevelt know that 
if he has done so he cannot escape the 
penalty. 

“Far be it from me to say a word against 
our president. He is a magnificent specimen 
of American manhood, If it be true that he 
drank wine in a public way, it was in a mo- 
ment of great weakness, and I believe the 
president is in deep repentance for it.” 


. Says Criticism Is- Fanatical.

He staggered forward ab ut ten feet and 
fell dead in the gutter in front of 97 Madison 
street. 


Actress Companion Is Sought. 

An actress with whom Hornischer had 
been living in room C 7 at the Morrison hotel, 
was sought by the police as a possible “ cus- 
todian ’’ of some of the money that the livery 
foreman was accused of stealing. She could 
not be found orp her name learned. 

To get the money to spend on the actress 
Hornischer is said to have appropriated the 
livery stable collections while his employer 
was on a vacation. 

It was said by the hotel managers that the 
actress left the hotel on Saturday. ~ 


Had Quarreled with Wife. 

Hornischer was a dashing and handsome 
man of 38, who had served in the Austrian 
army before coming to this country six- 
teen years ago. He has a wife, who lives 
at the Twenty-fifth street address. 

Just before Proprietor Luckow returned 
to town Hornischer mystériously disap- 
peared from the livery stable. An investi- 
gation revealed, it is said, that he had col- 
lected and failed to account for all the bilis 
for the September “ horse board,’”’ amount- 
ing to $1,500. For more than a week Mr. 
Luckow conducted a search for the missing 
man.

Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 6—[Special.}—Mrs. 
Mary Jane Holmes, the well known au- 
thoress, died this morning at her home in 
Brockport, in®her seventy-ninth year. She 
was taken ill last week in Albany while on 
her way from Oak Bluffs, Mass., where she 
spent the summer. She improved a little 
and was able to continue to her home, but 
ancdther relapse came today. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Holmes was born in Brook- 
field, Mass., on the farm of her father, Pres- 
ton Hawes. She entered the village school 
when she was 3 years old and is said to have 
been making progress in grammar at 6. Her 
first article was written and published when 
she was 15. She married Daniel Holmed, a 
lawyer of Brockport, N. Y., and with Him 
made long tours abroad. 

Mrs Holmes had no children, but was fond 
of young people, especially girls, whom she 
often ‘entertained at her home with parlor 
talks upon art and tales of her travels. 

The statement has been published that’ 
Mrs. Holmes, next to E. P. Roe, was the 
most popular of american authors. More 
than 2,000,000 copies of her books have been 
sold. The Appletons were her first pub- 
lishers. Such is the demand for her novels 
at the public libraries that it has often been 
necessary to keep twenty or more sets on the 
shelves. 

Mrs. Holmes was the author of thirty-nine 
novels. ‘‘ Tempest and Sunshine,”’ published 
in 1854, was followed by nearly one new 
book a y@ar. Among the list may be remem- 
bered “ Lena Rivers,” “ Dory Dearie,”’ “ Eth- 
elyn’s Misteke,”’ and “ Dr. Hathern’s Daugh- 
ters.”

URGED TO REMEMBER GERMAN 


Young Generation Censured for 
Forgetting Language. 


‘CAN BE BETTER AMERICANS’ 


Chicago Members of National “Alliance 
Asked to Show Devotion. 


| 


The younger generation of Germans in 
America were censured yesterday for their 
attitude towards the language and customs 
of their forefathers by speakers at the first 
celebration of ‘‘German day,” held by the 
Chicago order of the National German- 
American alliance. 

They were ashamed to learn their native 
tongue, asserted Dr. Ernst Voss, professor 
of German literature in the University of 
Wisconsin. Dr. Gustaf E. Karsten, professor 
of German in the University of Illinois, voiced 
a like criticism and appealed to them to take 
a deeper interest in the literature of Ger- 
many. 

Municipal Judge Max Eberhardt was chair- 
man of the meeting. The audience of 5.000 
persons filled the Auditorium theater, while 
the stage held a chorus of 500 men under the 
directorship of Gustave Ehrhorn. It was 
said to be the largest gathering of representa- 
tive German residents in this city in many 
years. 


Promote Study of German. 


In his opening address, which was in the 


‘* German tongue, Judge Eberhardt said: 


“The object of the National German- 
American alliance is to promote the study 
of the German language, history, and cus- 
toms among the Germans in America and 
to familiarize ourselves with the progress 
the German emigrants tave made in this 
country.’ 

“We feel this devotion to our fatzerland 
will but enhance our love for our country 
here. This respect is due omr forefathers. 
Today was chosen as ‘ German day ’ because 
it was on this day in 1683 that the first body 
of Germans under the German flag !anded in 
‘America at Philadelphia, under Franz Daniel 
Pastorius.”’ 

The first speaker. introduced by the chalr- 
man was Congressman Richard Barthold of 
St. Louis. He devoted most of his address 
to the question of “‘ persona! liberty.”” He 
arraign the prohibition movement in the 
country as an encroachment upon the liberty 
of the Germans, and appea:ed to the Germans 
to stand together to counteract the progress 
of prohibition. 


Wants More in Colleges. 

Dr. Voss was cheered vigorously through- 
out his speech. He said more Germans 
should be tn attendance in the unfversities 
and colleges of the United States. 

“In Wisconsin the Germans number 60 
per cent of the total population, yet but 23 
per cent of the students in the colleges and 
universities are Germans. 

“Tt is a lamentable thing to us to see the 
growing generation tend to break away from 
the language and customs of their fore- 
fathers. As a ruje, German children are 
ashamed to learn their father tongue and to 
speak it among themselves.” 

The chorus sang a number of German 
songs, receiving repeated encores. The clos- 
ing number was a’ stereopticon lecture by 
Carl Harting. The sight of Germans march- 
ing as soldiers under the stars and stripes 
brought loud applause. 

When a picture of Washington, beneath the 
American flag, was exhibited, the audience 
rose and sang‘ The Star Spangled Banner ”’ 
in English. A souvenir program containing 
a partial history of the Germans in. America 
was prebented to each person present. 


WOMAN MURDERED BY NEGRO 
PRAISED AT BIG MEETING. 


Impressive Memorial Services Held in 
University Congregational Church 
for Mra. Lillian White Grant. 


Memorial services for Mrs. Lillian White 
Grant, the kindergarten teacher who was 
murdered by the negro, Richard Walton, 
were held yesterday afternoon at University 
Congregational church. More than 400 per- 
s0ns, most of whom were friends of the wom- 
an or members of the church, attended the 
services. Eulogies were read or spoken by 
six of her lifetime friends. 

Maj. Edgar B. Tolman spoke on behalf of 
the community. He expressed p sorrow 
at the death of Mrs. Grant and urged better 
police.protection. Prof. William D. Mac- 
Clintock of the University of Chicago, who is 
superintendent of the University Congrega- 
tional church Sunday school, told of Mrs. 
Grant’s work as a teacher. 

Dr. Oscar -C. Helming; pastor.of the church, 
delivered the opening prayer, Mrs. C. P. Van 
Inwegan spoke in behalf of the Neighborhood 
kindergarten, Miss Eva B. Whitmore talked 
for the alumni of the kindergarten presided 
over by Mrs. Grant. Other speakers were 
Mrs. Alice H. Putnam of the Chicago Kinder- 
garten club, and Dr. Edward 8S. Ames, pastor 
of Hyde Park Church of the Disciples.

German-Americans Say Meth- 
odists Violated Principle 
of Personal Liberty. 


COCKTAIL EPISODE AGAIN. 


Re-establishment of Army Can- 
teen Favored; Congratula- 
tions for Chicago. 


New York, Oct. 6.—The German-American 
alliance today adopted a resolution char- 
acterizing the failure of the Indiana Metho- 
dist conference to elect Vice President Fair- 
banks a delegate to the general conference 
because of the cocktail episode as a violation 
of the principle of personal liberty. 

The report of the committee on personal 
liberty, which was, accepted, protested 
against “the interference of the church in 
legislation and politics and its meddling with 
the private affairs of a public officer "; criti- 
cised Gov. J. Frank Hanly of Indiana for 
his appeal for temperance legislation; com- 
mended Editor Henry Watterson for “ the 
courageous expression of his sentiments” 
against prohibition, and declared in favor of 
the reéstablishment of the army canteen. 

The report was presented by the committee 
chairman, Philip Rappaport of Indianapolis. 

The convention appointed a committee to 
work with committees of other nationalities 
in opposition to more stringent laws against 
desirable immigrants, and declared in favor 
of postal reforms. 


Send Cablegram to Choate. 

A permanent committee, with Dr. Ernest 
Richard of Columbia university as chair- 
man, was appointed to work in the interest 
of universal peace, and the following cable- 
gram was ordered sent to Joseph H. Choate 
at The Hague: 

‘‘The National German-American alliance, 
in convention assembled in New York, sends 
appreciative congratulations to the dele- 
gates of the United States at The Hague 
conference and hopes that the splendid wor 
under your leadership will be rewarded by 
lasting success.” 


Congratulations for Chicago. 

The secretary was instructed tosend con- 
gratulatory telegrams to the German-Amer- 
ican societies of Philadelphia, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, and St. Paul, in which cities was 
celebrated ‘‘German day,’ in commemora- 
tion of the arrival on Oct, 4, 1683, of the first 
Germans in America. 


UNVEIL MONUMENT TO CONSUL. 


Italians Honor Memory of Late Count 
Rozwadowski and U. 8. Regu- 
larg Fire Salute. 


The monument erected by Italian resi- 
dents of Chicago, in honor of Count Antonius 
Ladislas Rozwadowski in Calvary cemetery 
was unveiled yesterday morning. 

Julius Ceesar Montagna, acting Italian am- 
bassador to the United States, and Chicago 
consuls of the various nations’ were present. 

Troops from Fort Sheridan participated in 
the exercises, meeting the consuls at the 
cemetery entrance am marching to the 
grave. The unveiling Was accompanied by 
the firing of nine guns by the soldiers. 

Count Rozwadowski was consul In Chicago 
from Jan. 1, 1895 till his death, April 10, 1906.

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Explosion Sends Molten Show- 
er Over Workmen in Plant 


at Butler, Pa. 


VICTIMS COOKED ALIVE. 


Delay in Getting Injured to Hos- 


pital Adds te Horror of © 
the Accident. 


Butler, Pa.; Oct. 6.—Four men were killed, 
twenty fatally injured, and ten others seri- 
ously hurt by an explosion caused by the up- 
setting of the metal pot in No. 1 cupola of the 
Standard Steel company here tonight. Most 
of the victims are foreigners. 

The condition of the thirty men injured 
is pitiable. Although still alive the features 
of a majority are mutilated beyond recogni- 
tion. The hot metal was showered over 
them, causing horrible injuries. Arms, fin- 
gers, and ears were torn off, while a number 
of the man lost their eyesight. Several men 
are the hospital with their legs burned 
to a crisp. 4 

The metal pot which was upset contained 
5,000 pounds of molten metal ready for cast- 
ing. A span in the pot broke, alowing the 
liquid iron to spill over the wet sand. An 
explosion followed so quickly that none of the 
workmen had achancetoescape. Streams of 
the burning metal poured out on the work- 
men, some of whom were engulfed and liter- 
ally cooked. Every shred of clothing was 
blown off twenty men by the force of the ex- 
plosion. Many were buried under the wreck- 
age and were not rescued for an hour. 

Fifteen doctors were on the scene in twenty 
minutes, and although they worked heroical- 
ly, its was some time before the injured could 
be taken to the hospital a mile and a half 
away. Through lack of room many of the in- 
jured were compelled to lie for an hour on 
cots in the street cars before it was possible 
to take them to the hospital.

LAWYER'S WIFE: MISSING YET 


Mrs. Clifford W. -Hartridge Not 
Found by New York Police. 


FEARS AS TO HER HEALTH. 


Denial That Woman Is Angry at 
Husband’s Private Secretary. 


New York, Oct. 6.—[Special. }—Mrs. Clifford 
W. Hartridge, who disappeared last Wednes- 
day and for whom an alarm has been sent 
out by the police, had not been found today, 
according to her husband, former counsel for 
Harry K. Thaw.

STRAUS PLANS TO SHUT OUT 
ASIATIC COOLIE LABORERS. 


Secretary Sends More Inspectors to the 
Canadian Border—Japanese Found 
to Be Chief Offenders. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—Immigration of 
Japanese into America is increasing at so 
alarming a rate that it has been determined 
by the government to adopt extraordinary 
measures to prevent the introduction into the 
United States not only of Japanese but of 
other Asiatic coolie laborers. One result of 
the trip of Secretary Straus of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor along the Cana- 
dian border and the Pacific coast has been 
an increase of the force of immigration in- 
spectors along the Canadian border. 

Official figures of the immigration of Japa- 
nese into America are not available, because 
Secretary Straus declines at this time to 
make them pubhjic, but it is known that more 
than double the number of Japanese have 
come into the United States thus far in the 
year 1907 than came here during the same 
period last year. 

Returns from the Canadian immigration 
office shew that 8,286 Asiatics were landed at 
Vancouver between Jan. 1 and Sept. 18, 1907. 
Of this large number, 2,872 were Hindoogand 
4,811 were Japanese, most of the latter réach- 
ing Canada from Honolulu. The remafning 
608 were Chinese, who paid an admission fee 
of $100 for the privilege of landing in Canada. 
United States immigration inspectors have 
found that most of the Japanese and Chinese 
expect ultimately to get into the United 
States.

New York, Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Under threat

Standard Oil company consented a few days 
ago to allow a staff of government account- 
ants to go through certain books in the 
offices at 26 Broadway. The result of this 
inspection is expected to be told before Ex- 
aminer Ferriss in the federal building to- 
morrow, when the taking of testimony in 
the government's guit against the Standard 
Oil company is resumed. 

The fact that these accountants had been 
at work on tife Standard Oil books'‘for several 
days was not made public unti} today, when 
the evidence they uncovered was whipped 
into shape for presentation before the ex- 
aminer. This inspection of the books of the 
New Jersey corporation, which controls the 
twenty oil concerns formerly in the dis- 
solved Standard Ojl trust of Ohio, was @ 
point for which. Frank B. Kellogg, the gov- 
ernment’s counsel, had been sparring since 
the hearings began several weeks ago. 

But when Mr. Kellogg asked for the records 
of the old board of liquidation trustees, by 
which he wanted to show that the present 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey is really 


the same old trust under a new name, with : 


the same interests in control, he was told 
that the stock transfer books were missing. 

Counsel for the Standard Oil company 
knew that a refusal would mean Supreme 
court proceedings at once to compel the pro- 
duction of the books of the company in court. 
They agreed to allow the government’s ex- 
perts to visit the company’s office and take 
what excerpts from the books were wanted. 

Either: tomorrow or Tuesday the govern- 
ment will place on record the details of how 
the Pacific Coast Oil company was acquired 
by the Standard in 1900.

National Civic Federation Assem- 
bles Here This Month. 


|FIVE HUNDRED EXPECTED. 


Delegates from Many States Will Par- 
ticipate in Discussions. 


The “ trust problem ” will be handled from 


all its various angles at the Chicago meeting 
of the National Civic federation, which will 
assemble at Studebaker hall for four days 
beginning Oct. 22. 

Standard oil is bound to come in for a full 
discussion. Herbert Knox Smith of Wash- 
ington, D. C., investigating Standard Oil for 
the government, E. E. Clark of.the interstate 
commerce commission, Attorney Frank B. 
Kellogg of St. Paul, who is fighting the oll 
company, and Attorney John G. Milburn, 
who is defending the concern, are expected to 
explain their views. 

Many other men of prominence in the 
legal world, financial, and commercial cir- 
cles, and in trade, economic, and agricultural 
organizations will attend. Delegates have 
been named by the governors of forty-two 
states and territories and the Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia. A total attend- 
ance of 500 is looked for. 

The preliminary arrangements for the 
gathering were made by Ralph M. Easley, 
chairman of the federation’s executive coun- 
cil, who registered at the Annex yesterday 
afternoon. Franklin MacVeagh will be chair- 
man of a local committee that will be named 
within the next few days. 

Mr. Easley has announced the following 
program of discussions: 

First day—Problems involved in controversies be- 
tween state and federal government respecting 
jurisdiction over interstate commerce now pend- 
ing in many states. 

Second day—Corporation. How should it be con- 
structed? Should there be national] corporations 
as well as state? What should be the basis of 
capitalization of corporations? Provisions look- 
ing to the protection of investors and stockholders, 
as well as fair dealing with the public. 

The third and fourth days will be devoted 
to a discussion of the just and practicable 
limit of restriction and regulation. it will 
include, among other things, “‘ Are labor 
organizations that seek to fix the price at 
which they sell their labor prohibited by the 
Sherman anti-trust act?’”’

Foreign Markets Strengthen.

Unfav- 
orable weather and crop conditions in Aus- 
tralia and India figured as bullish influences 
abroad, where holders showed less disposi- 
tion to sell. The week’s export sales were

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GET THE CONSENTS. | 

The city stands in immediate need of 
the electric power which the sanitary dis- 
trict is ready to supply. With that power 
this would soon be a well lighted city, 
The gas and gasoline lamps with their 
dim, flickering light, could be done away 
with. There would be less crime, for 
darkness is a great ally of crime. 

The sanitary district has strung its 
wires to the city limits, but it has stopped 
there because it has no authority to go 
farther. It can do nothing within the 
city limits without frontage consents. 
The law officers of the city agree that iu 

this respect it stands on the same foot- 
ing as a private corporation. 

It has- been suggested that the city, 
which is not obliged to get frontage con- 
sefts, shal] string wires from its power 
houses to the southwestern city limits 
and make a connection there with those 
of the sanitary district. But that re- 
quires money, of which the city has none 
too much. As no appropriation was 
made for the purpose last spring it is a 
question whether the work copld lawfully 
be done now. \ 

As far as is known ho effort has been 
grade by the sanitary district to get front- 
age consents.

Joseph Porter, the sailors of the good 
ship Pinafore sang lusty songs symboliz- 
ing the sailor’s prowess and the feats of 
the gallant tars. It is known that even 
Sir Joseph~-indulged this pleasant fancy 
and smiled amiably at such recognitian of 
seamen’s virtues, though he may have ob- 
jected to curt and rude language, big Ds, 
and other nautical excesses, 

In view of this illustrious*precedent it 
is not surprising that the sailors of the 
Franklin are angry and hurt that they 
are no longer to enjoy the commemorative 
songs of valor and achievement as played 
by the band aboard ship. They resent the 
statement that such flattering musical 
tributes “ make foole of the sailors,” and 
they have decided to appeal to the navy 


| department to overrule the arbitrary or- 


der of their commander. It may be that 
they will not quote Sir Joseph in their 
defense or cite the Pinafore as an exam- 
ple of the strength of their position, but 
it will be strange if their cause is not 
espoused by Mr. Roosevelt himself and 
if he is not among ‘the first to recognize 
the patriotism and class spirit which 
serve as a worthy inspiration. 

Nothing is more natural than that the 
sailor should glorify and rejoice in the 
virtues of his profession. When the men 
of the Pinafore voiced the. opinion that 
“our saucy ship’s a beauty,” and that 
they were “sober men and true and at- 
tentive to our duty,” they showed a de- 
gree of self-respect and pride quite proper 
and becoming. It is presumed that a gal- 
lant tar does not fight with less valor or 
pursue: his ordinary duties with less 
cheerfulness because the band is playing 
or has just played a personal and compli- 
mentary strain.

It is perfectly true that efforts have been 
made in many influential quarters to per- 
suade the king to marry again, even at the 
cost of his conversion to that Lutheran 
church to which the vast majority of his 
subjects belong. Hitherto he has turned a 
deaf ear to these recommendations, and the 
chivalrous generosity which he has shown 
until now in all his dealings with the wife, 
who wrecked his home, has contributed in no 
smnall degree to the belief that he might 
eventually condone her behavior and consent 
to a reconciliation. Of course the fresh 
scandal in which she has become involved 
with the Italian pianist, Toselli, and par- 
ticularly her defiance of public opinion by 
proceeding to London in order to go through 
a ceremony of civil marriage, which is in 
no sense legal, and in the eyes of Austrian 
law is bigamous, hag definitely ended any 
chances that the misguided woman may ever 
have had of sharing the throne ofthe mon- 
arch who is still in the eyes of the Roman 
Catholic church her husband. The efforts 
which have been made until. now to induce 
him to marry have been largely prompted 
by a fear that he might become reconciled to 
the Countess Montignoso and raise her to 
the status of his official consort. There 
could be no other object, since his four little 
boys provide for the succession to the throne. 
Of course, the Toselli.episode puts an end 
to all danger of this kind, and while on the 
one hand it ¢annot fail to diminish the pres- 
sure brought to bear upon him to wed again, 
on the other hand he may now be anxious to 
do so, in order to console himself for the 
domestic sorrow to which he has been sub- 


jected.

When a man is so advanced in years as the 
venerable ruler of Austria-Hungary, indis- 
positions. that in younger men would be re- 
garded as of no importance assume a serious 
aspect, and therefore the cable news to the 
effect that Francis Joseph is confined to his 
room by a severe cold and exhaustion, re- 
sulting from the fatiguing ceremonies in 
connection with the recent entertainment at 
Vienna of the duke of Connaught, of the 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess Vladimir, 
and of the king and queen of Roumania, has 
the effect of directing attention once more 
to the heir apparent, Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand. The latter is taking a more and 
more important and preponderant role in 
the administration of the imperial power, 
and the emperor, not so much from motives 
of affection, but rather by reason of dynastic 
interest, encourages him to exercise the du- 
ties of ruler, with the object of inuring him 
to the task. Thus, during the recent sum- 
mer, the grand maneuvers of the Austrian 
army have for the first time been under the 
direction of the archduke, instead of under 
that of the emperor, who stepped aside to 
make way for his nephew; while the Hun- 
garian ministers make no secret of the fact 
that in all their negotiationg with Francis 
Jo.eph he always refers them to the arch- 
duke before adopting any decision. Thus, 
when they submitted to him a Kst of so- 
called guarantees—that is to say, conces- 
sions—which they demanded of the crown, 
he took them under consideration and told 
them to go and see his nephew. 

The archduke curtly and promptly ex- 
pressed his disapproval of the demands, on 
the ground that they would have-the effect 
of robbing the sovereign of prerogatives that 
belong to him under the terms of the consti- 
tution and reduced him to a mere puppet. 
When afterwards the Magyar ministers went 
to the emperor for a definite answer they 
found that he had adopted his nephew's 
views. Francis Joseph takes the position 
that as his reign is rapidly drawing to a 
close it would be unfair to bind his successor 
without consulting him.

The announcement of the marriage of Val- 
entine Hussey Walsh to Elizabeth Duchess 
de la Motte Houdancourt serves to call at- 
tention to the reckless and indiscriminate 
way in which people are accustomed to as- 
sume old titles of nobility in France. There 
is no excuse for the lady in the matter. For 
as a member of the ducal house of De Bris- 
sac by birth, and as widow of the late Count 
Renaud dé Moustier, she has no occasion to 
seek another name or title, since those of 
De Brissac and De Moustier are among the 
most honored in the annals of French his- 
tory. 

The soi-disant duchess’ father, Count Artus 
de Cossé Brissac, married some fifty years 
ago Alix de Walsh Serrant, who was the 
daughter of a house which has been extinct 
for the last twenty or twenty~five years, and 
the possessions of which have been inher- 
ited by the tenth duc de la Tremoille, whose 
mother was a comtesse de Walsh Serrant. 
Among the ancestors of the Walsh Serrants 
on the distaff side of the house was Louis 
XIII.’s famous marshal, Philippe de la 
Motte Houdancourt, who died in 1657 with- 
out male issue.

If ‘*The Orchid,” as presented at the Gar- 
rick last evening, is the result of the efforts 
of no less than two Ifbrettists, two lyricists, 
and two musicians, further abetted by con- 
tributions from sundry writers of rhyme and 
tune, it is sad to contemplate what it might 
have been if only one author and one com- 
poser could claim it as their offspring.

Henry B. Hersey, chief inspector of 
the government meteorological service, who 
returned to New York after a year in Spitz- 
bergen, where he has been assisting Walter 
ew in his effort to reach the north 
pole. 

Maj. Hersey left today for Washington to 
obtain consent from the government to take 
part in the international aeronautic cup race 
from St. Louis Oct. 21. 

“To those who are familiar with what is be- 
ing done in Europe,”’ he said, “‘ it is surpris- 
ing that the United States does not organize 
an aeronautic department from its military 
service. 

“France and Germany are both putting
